* most cruelly persons who have 
suffered emotional problems, 
but it is also frequently prac­ 
ticed against individuals who 
have recovered from physical 
illness. The American Cancer 
Society, 
for exam ple, has 
repeatedly complained about 
difficulties experienced by 
recovered cancer victims as job 
applicants. The result is that 
millions 
of Americans have 
learned to lie—to deny that they 
have been victims of emotional 
or physical illness. And by 
misstating the facts, they risk 
discharge on the grounds of 
falsification—a classic case of 
Catch 22. 
A fair solution calls for simple 
logic: An individual should be 
hired on the basis of his or her-

union some $80 million a month 
to strike the huge General 
Motors Corp. Probably more 
Yet his International Executive 
Board colleagues are saying 
that, though there’s a Ford 
stoppage in their future for a 
possible 10 weeks, “GM is next 
unless we get a ‘mutual respect 
clause’ in the new pact.” 
They’re as serious as they 
were in 1970. Then they hit the 
bricks and paid out some $14 
million a week in relief and 
about $23 million a month in 
health and life insurance for

strike-idled 
work«s and their families 
At first all this mutual trust 
talk sounded as though the 
militant veterans of the UAW 
leadership were saying what 
comes naturally from men who

Trying to figure out what the 
home buying public wants at 
any given time is a problem 
that has 
always perplexed 
house builders and community 
planners. 
No matter how many studies 
are made, the people who buy 
the houses continue to confound 
those who interpret the results. 
Just when it appears that a 
trend has been established on 
which to base future plans, the 
public moves in another direc­ 
tion or, at the very least, exhib­ 
its an indifference which hardly 
fosters the anticipated housing 
recovery. 
As land and building costs 
have continued to increase, the 
price of a new, one-family 
house has gone up every year. 
Commerce Department figures 
released recently show that, in 
the second quarter of this year, 
the average price of such a 
house was 148,000. Prospective 
purchasers have been saying 
for a long time that they are 
being priced out of the market. 
Legislators have taken some 
steps to speed the sales of 
houses. Last year, it was de­ 
cided to accelerate the move­ 
ment of new unsold houses. A 5 
per cent tax credit was given to 
the buyer of a new house or 
one started in the early part of 
the year, even though it need 
not be occupied until January 
1,1977. Provided certain rather 
easy conditions were met, the 
tax credits applied to regular 
houses, condominiums, cooper­ 
atives and mobiles. It spurred 
sales, but only to a degree and 
not nearly as much as ex­ 
pected. 
There were changes in the 
laws governing closing costs, 
the idea being to make such 
costs less mysterious to the 
buyer. But the house purchaser 
found that knowing ahead of 
time what the closing costs 
would be did not make them 
less. And everyone concerned 
— sellers, buyers, lenders and 
real estate brokers — agreed 
that the extra paper work de­ 
layed the completion of sales. 
New amendments to 
these 
regulations have gone into ef­ 
fect in an attempt to cut some 
of the red tape. 
For more than a year now, 
builders have attempted to 
bring down the costs of new 
houses by the elimination of so- 
called frills. The term so-called 
is used deliberately, because 
what is a frill to one family is 
considered a necessity by an­ 
other. Include in that category 
an extra bathroom, since sur­ 
veys show that many people 
say they don't need an extra 
bathroom if it adds to the cost 
of a house, which it certainly 
does. 
In reality, most persons talk 
one way and act another, not 
exactly a new conclusion in or 
out of real estate. The latest 
figures by the Bureau of Cen­ 
sus and the Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment make it plain that as 
many families as ever want 
such things as extra bath­ 
rooms, central air conditioning, 
fireplaces, 
etc. 
When 
such 
items are offered as optionals 
at an extra cost in many hous­ 
ing developments, more per­ 
sons elect for them than pass 
them bv.

after attending a baseball game 
in Kansas City. 
Lehr, who has been auditor 
for 20 months, said the possi­ 
bility of resigning had been 
considered as long ago as July 
but had not come under active 
consideration until three or four 
weeks ago. He said the decision 
was not made until 4:30 or 5:00 
Saturday morning. 
"This is a very sad decision, 
a very necessary decision but 
also a very relieving one," 
Lehr told newsmen. "I realize 
this ends my career in elective 
politics ’’

With only 50.000 to 80,000 
postal ballots still to be count­ 
ed. the moderates had 50.7 per 
cent of the 5,359.921 baUots 
counted and 180 seats in the 
349-seat parliament. The Social 
Democrats and their Commu­ 
nist supporters had 47.6 per 
cent and 189 seats. The new 
prime minister will be Thorb- 
jom Falldin. 50-year-old head 
of the Center party. 
Although th* victorious coali­ 
tion is likely to Improve rela­ 
tions with the United States 
after the seven prickly years in 
which Olof Palme was prime 
minister, all three parties are 
committed to Sweden’s tradi­ 
tional neutral foreign policy 
and to the welfare state that 
Palm e's Social Democratic par­ 
ty built up 
The effect of the election was 
likely to be felt most keenly in 
West Germany, where the So­ 
cial Democratic party led by 
Helmut Schmidt is engaged In 
a hard fight to stay in power in 
the national election Oct. 3.

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Cotton Rags 
Sought After 
In Revolution 


Cotton and linen rags brought 
prem ium prices during the Rev 
olutionary W ar because they 
were needed to make paper 
which had previously been im- 
ported from England. 
So great was the need that 
one newspaper, the Massachu­ 
setts Spy, called on American 
housewives in 1778 to serve 
their country by saving for the 
local paper m ill cotton and 
linen rags "be they ever so 
sm all.” In New York and Phiia 
delphia 
prizes were offered 
those who collected the largest 
quantities of clean white rags. 
The Army needed cartridge 
paper for ammunition, writing 
paper for official orders, and 
.„UHQUaiMTaper for propaganda. 
Newspapers, too, were hard- 
pressed for paper. More than 
half of the newspapers pub 
lished during the Revolution­ 
ary W ar were forced out of bus­ 
iness chiefly because of the pa 
per shortage, reports the Na 
tional Cotton Council. 
The general shortage contin­ 
ued for a time after the war, 
as demand soared for paper to 
be used in printing newspapers, 
books, and m agazines. Old 
rags— yellowed and deteriorat­ 
ing— were pressed into use for 
paper-making, and this in turn 
required 
the 
use of strong 
bleaches to make acceptable 
though poor quality paper. 
W ith the invention of the cot­ 
ton gin, a marked improve 
ment came about in both quan­ 
tity and quality of paper in the 
first decades of the 19th Cen­ 
tury. It made available new 
rags from cotton — the purest 
natural cellulose fiber — and 
ended the need for the harsh 
bleaches which had been used 
on the old discolored rags. 
P a p e r m an u factu red from 
cotton between 18(H) and 1850 
was far more durable than the 
wood-pulp paper that came into 
use at the end of the 19th Cen­ 
tury. 
An exam ple of this was 
pointed out by the librarian of 
Congress in 1898 when he ex­ 
pressed concern that many col­ 
lections of historical records 
Tvould become useless because 
of the deterioration and disin 
tegration of paper. 
B y way of demonstration, he 
exhibited a copy of the Cham- 
bersburg (Pa.) weekly which 
was published on rag paper in 
the last decade of the 18th Cen 
tury. It was still in good condi­ 
tion, while a cop> of the Chi­ 
cago Tribune — published 80 
years later and of far more his­ 
torical value— was not.

The exact date of cotton’s 
first cultivation in Arkansas is 
one of the puzzles of history, 
but there are indications that 
the crop was being grown there 
some 30 years before the Decla­ 
ration of Independence. 
In 1746, Marquis de Vaudre- 
uil — governor of French Lou­ 
isiana — informed France that 
some cotton had arrived in 
New Orleans from "Die Illi­ 
nois.”
